Stand Six to Six and a 
Mistrial Results.

Judge Thayer Severely Rebukes a 
Juror Wbo Was Intoxicated 
and Slept During the Ar- 
gument of the District 
Attorney. 


A Fine ef S20 Imposed Upon J. T. Nixon 
Because of His Condition While Sitting 
as a Juror—Mr. Nixon's Friends Indig- 
nant—They Explain His Conditien and 
Say It Was the Result ef One Drink 
After a Day of Enforced Starvation—The 
Outcome of the Sweeney Case Almost 
Forgotten in the Excitement Caused by 
Judge Thayer’s Reprimand. 


FTER being locked up all 
night the jury in the 
Sweeney case returned to 
the United States Dis- 
trict Court this morning. 
Judge Thayer charged the 
jury before whom James 
Sweeney has been on trial 
during the past five days, 
late yesterday afternoon. 
Sweeney was indicted for 
swearing falsely as to the 
right of fiVe applicants 
for naturalization in the Court of Criminal 
Correction to minor papers. The proof was 
palpably insufficient in two cases, but the 
case went to the jury on three counts 
in which it is charged that Sweeney 
assisted as witness for Claus Marseau, James 
Buckley and Wm. Blase in securing natural- 
ization certificates on the representation that 
they came to this country three years before 
they reached the age of 21 years, when as a 
matter of fact they came here long after reach- 
ing their majority. The Judge told the jury 
that Sweeney might be feund gulity as to one 
r three counts, but to find him guilty the 
ry must be satisfied that Sweeney was sworn 
by W. L. Fitzgerald, Deputy Clerk of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, to tell the truth 
touching the applicant’s quaiiieations to be- 
come a citizen. 
ru MUST BE SATISFIED 
that having been sworn, Sweeney stated to 
the Court voluntarily, or in answer to ques- 


ions put by the Court, that they arrived in 


the United States before reaching the age of 18 
years. Mr. Fitzgerald swears that In the case 
of each of the applicants heswore aman an- 
swering to the name of James Sweeney, and 
that it was either this James Sweeney or 
somebody else. His testimony is not based 
on any personal recollection that he has of 


the occurrence, but is based upon the natu- 
ralization slips identified by him,which he says 
bear the letters O K, S., (the S. signifying 
sworn). The defense called attentlon to the 
absence of witnesses who havea personal 
recollection that Sweeney was sworn, and 
that the applicants themselves swore that they 
did not hear Sweeney sworn, nor did they 
bear him make any statement to the Judge. 

„ou will have to carefully consider this ey- 
idence,and also if the witnesses had any mo- 
tives in suppressing the facts. You must de- 
termine whether Sweeney was or was not 
sworn. If you find he was not sworn that 
ends the case. If you are satis- 
fied that he was sworn, the next 

= is, Did he make any statement as to 

e age of the applicants when they came to 
this country, and ifso what statements? In 
this connection close attention must be paid 
to the testimony of Judge Paxson and Mr. 
Fitzeerald, the former of whom.testified he 
‘invariably’ asked whether the applicant came 
here before he wus 18 years of age. It is your 
duty to consider the evidence of the defense 
as to how such proceedings were conducted in 
thatcourt. You will have to consider thé 
credibility of the witnesses who have given 
evidence on this issue; you will have to deter- 
mine whose testimony as to regularity and 
invariable rule of the proceedings is most apt 
to be trustworthy and reliable.’ 

THE JURY RETIRED 

at 5 o’clock, was permitted to go out at 7:45 
fur supper, returned to the jury-room at 8:20 
and at 11:10 Oo“ clock notified Judge Thayer that 
there wus no probability of an agreement be- 
ing reached. The jury was then given posses- 
sion of the District Court room and ordered 
to remain there until 10 o’clock this morning. 

This morning the jury stood six for covvic- 
tion and six for acquittal. They had failed to 
agree and Judge Thayer declared a mis-trial. 
This was, perbaps, fortunate for the Govern- 
ment on account of certain cunditions sur- 
rounding the case which would have made a 
conviction worse than worthless. 

When Judge Thayer took his seat he sent 
for the jury and as they filed in Sweeney, who 
occupied a seat behind his couusel, eyed each 
one and scanned their faces to tr and read 
his fate before it was pronounced. He was 
quietand composed, but the intensity of his 
interest was manifest. Evidentiy he was not 
confident of acquittal, while, no doubt, he ex- 
pected it. 

Judge Thayer addressed the foreman, Mr. 
C. W. Sergeant, and asked: 

„Mr. Foreman, is there any possibility of 
your reaching a verdict?’’

CONSUL-GENERAL CARDWELL TELLS OF 
HIS SOJOURN IN EGYPT. 


Tewfik a Model Prince—UBas Neither Slave 
Nor Harem—A Liberality Not Common 
Among Mussulmans — Col, Shepherd’s 
Activity in Extending Christianity—Sal- 
aries Paid Ambassadors at Cairo. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Diserarorr. 
NEW YORK, Nov. . 
GENTLEMAN of dis- 
tinguished appear- 
ance registered at 
the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel the other day. 
It was the Hon. John 
Cardwell of Hous- 
ton, Tex., who for 
the past four years 
has represented this 
Government as dip- 
lomatio agent and 
Consul-General at the Egyptian Court, 
and he gave a reporter some 
interesting incidents of his stay in Camo. 
He sald: ‘‘Tewfikis a model Prince. He is 
out ot debt, and was the first to curtail his 
household expenses when the drains upon 
the treasury made it necessary to reduce the 
national expenditures. Indeed it is difficult 
to think of him as the son ot his extravagant 
father, Ismail, who was deposed and 
is now living io exile near 
Constantinople. He never smokes, is the 
husband of one wife, has neither slaves nor 
harem, is simple in his tastes, and, though a 
devout Mussulman,is a member of a sect 
which believes in progress. He has estab- 
lished in Cairo a schoo! for girls ana has 
abandoned many of the barbarous religious 
rites which oppressed the people. He is a 
good French scholar, and has acquired some 
knowledge of the English language. In the 
education of his sons and in the selection of 
their tutors and travels be has shown a liber- 
ality of mind not very common among Mus- 
sulmans.’’ 
THE AMBASSADOR’S FAMILY. 

Mr. Cardwell’s family accompanied him to 
Egypt, and histwo daughters were educated 
in Cairo. The young ladies speak French 
(the Court language) and Arabic fluently, and 
the older has developed considerable artistic 
talent. A painting which she executed of an 
Egyptian beggar was offered a place in the 
National art exhibit of this city.

New York, Nov. 23.—it is learned that the 
deposed Emperor Dom Pedro and his family, 
who are now on the ocean, will make their 
home in Toulon, France. It was first sup- 
posed he would go direct to Lisbon, but pri- 
vate dispatches received here are tu the effect 
Tat he will spend the winter at least in Tou- 
lon, Varied by occasional visits to Nice. 
One of the most remarkable things connected 
with this change of Govérnment in Brazil is 
the fact that itis impossible to get any re- 
plies to dispatches sent to Rio. By this is 
meant private dispatches. One of the gentile- 
men who has enormous interests in Brazil has 
been waiting five duys for an answer to his 
cable and deferred his departure hence, wait- 
ing an answer. He would have taken passage 

on the steamer which left New York on 
Wednesday had he received an answer to his 
mésaage. A censorship has evidently been 
established over all cable messages, particu- 
ularly those inquiring into the condition of 
the new order of things and what effect it will 
have upon the commercial world. 

SWITZERLAND AND BRAZIL. 

BERNE, Nov. 23.— The Federal Council has 
instructed the Swiss Consul-General at Rio 
Janeiro to continue with the Provisional Gov- 
ernment the relations heretofore maintained 
with the Empire. 


The Fate of Dr. Peters. 


Lonpon, Nov. 23.—Conflicting reports in re- 
gard to the fate of Dr. Peters’ exploring party 
have been received to-day. A dispateh direct 
from Zanzibar says: ‘‘News has been received 
here from Lamu confirming the reports of the 
dexth of Dr. Peters, another German 
and all the natives of Dr. Peters’ 
party except five porters, The 
massacre occurred at Addu Burroraba, on the 
Tana River, eight days’ march above Kor- 
korro. Dr. Peters was friendly with the local 
tribes, but not with the Chief of the Somall’s, 


who, with a party of his tribesmen, made a 


nightattack on the camp. After killing the 
members of Dr. Peters’ party, the natives 
looted the camp of monéy and everything of 
value and drove off the donkeys and camels. 
On the other hand a @ispatch from Berlin 
gays that the Emin Bey Relief Committee has 
received a cable dispatch from the Hansing 
Co. at Zanzibar, which states that Lieut. 
Borchert, one of the commanders of the seo- 
ond column of Dr. Peters’ exvedition, reports 
from Lokomani that the Somalis dispersed an 
English expedition, nat the expedition under 
command of Dr. Peters. Lieut; Borehert 
further says that Dr. Peters and his party are 
safe aud well, and that they have established 
a fortified station at the foot of Mount Kenia. 


Want to Hear From Stanley. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 23.—The Anti-Slavery Con- 
ference, which is now in session in this city, 
has sent cable dispatches to Henry M. Stanley 
and Emin Pasha, asking them to telegraph an 


account of their experience with slaves and 
siave dealers in the interior of Africa. The 
dispatches state that, if it is found necessary, 
the conference will prolong their session in 
order to receive the narrative they desire. 


Ireland. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 23.—Arrangements have been 
in progress for several days for the holding of 
meetings in Kilkenny and Waterford to- mor- 
row in memory of Allen, Larkin and Gould, 
who were hanged for the killing of Policeman 
Bratt, in Manchester, in 1867. The Govern- 
ment to-day issued a proclamation forbidding 
the holding of the meeting.

The affair is one of the most mysterious and 
peculiar of the kind that has ever occurred. 
Ahlbrandt is a brother of Dr. Henry E. Ahl- 
brandt, who keeps a drug store at 1828 Carr 
street, ashort distance from the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ablbrandt. Through him 
the affair has been kept as quiet as possible, 
though the police had notice of an attempted 
suicide in the McLean building some time be- 
fore hoon yesterday. The report was a very 
Vague one, however, and was made by Officer 
Sam Tubb. 

THE FIRST INFORMATION 
was received by Pr. Ahlbrandt, in a note from 
his brother, in which the latter stated that 
his body would be found in room Sof the 
McLean building, on Fourth and Market 
streets. With this note Dr. Ahlbrandt, ac- 
coinpanied by a gentleman whose identity is 
in doubt, called at the McLean 
bullding at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning., and calling up Janitor Matthew 
Holliday asked to be shown to the room men- 
tioned. Holliday desired first to know thelr 
business, and in explanation Dr. Ahlbrandt 
showed the note, carefully covering the sig- 
nature with histhumb. The janitor was still 
no! satisfied, and before showing the men to 
the room made them describe its occupant, 
who he knew as L. Miller. He then conducted 
them through a narrow hallway and down a 


‘short flight of stairs to the floor on which 


Miller’s room is located. The entrance to the 
room is properly from the Market street side, 
and itis difficuit for one not * 1 with 
the building to reach it from the Fourth street 
entrance. The story of what occurred then is 
best toli by Mr. Holliday as given to a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning. 

Going down to the room, he said, ‘‘I 

opened the door, and 
ON ENTERING THE ROOM, 
wesaw a form under the heavy bed clothing. 
Pulling down the covers one of the gentlemen, 
the one who had the note, recognized Miller 
as his brother. Miller was conscious, though 
vidently seriously wounded. Still be was 
ble to talk. The brother pulled up his shirt, 
exposing a large wound, int which you could 
stick your finger,and which was badly powder 
burned, on the left side below the lower rib, 
I think. 

„Who did this?’ asked the brother. 

1% did,’ replied Miller. : 

„What with?’ the brother again asked. 

„A biank shell,’ Miller replied. 

„Wat time did you do it?’ 

„ *Two o’ciock this morning. 

Wat did you do it for?’ his brother again 
asked. 

Me Y gn: Lam tired of living,’ Miller re- 
piled, ; 

‘*I did not hear any more, as Ithen stepped 
outside with the other gentleman, who went 
to call an ambulance, in which Miller was 
later removed. Whilein the hall the other 
gentleman, who was a small man, with sandy, 
gray whiskers, and apparently 60 years old, 
told me Miller’s wife came to him about 2 
o’clock in the morning, saying Henry had not 
come home and thatit was the first time in 
nineteen years that he bad remained away at 
night. He would not tell me his name, 
though, andI did nothing more about it, as 
Miller and the other man recognized each 
other as brothers and they took him away. 

THE SURROUNRINGS 
when the party entered the room were also 
fully described by Janitor Holliday. 

‘*Milier,’’ he said ‘‘was completely covered 
up, the clothing being pulled In around him 
tightly. On the floor was a piece of paper, to 
whicha greenish substance was clinging, and 
which looked like a powder. Just over the 
edga of the bed on the floor 
were indications that Miller had 
taken something which his stomach had 
refused to retain. The room was in very fair 
order. On a little stand over by the 
window were two letters, one to 
the brother, and one, I guess, to 
Miller’s wife. These were taken away. The 
bed had been made very nicely, and the cov- 
erings were aii straight. There was but very 
little blood, the sheet being marked only in 
two places, and tnose only such as might have 
come fro » cut finger. Miller evidently fired 
the shot under the covers to smother the 
sound, as no report of a revolver was heard 
around here by anyone. His statement that 
he fired a blank cartridge is a mistake I 
think, though. The revolver (it looked to me 
like a Colt’s like the police carry) was found 
under the pillow. I took four 88-caliber cart- 
ridges out of it, and the one he fired must 
have been the same kind.“

MRS. AHLBRANDT’S STATEMENTS, 

A Post- DISPATCH reporter called at the res- 
idence of Henry Ahibrandt, 1223 North 
Fourteenth street. The door was answered 
by a lady who, on being told that the report- 
er's mission was to see Mrs. Henry Ahlbrandt, 
at once began a series of explana- 
tory remarks about the attempted suicide. 
On being requested, she called Mrs. Ahl- 
brandt,a lady of about 38 years of age, who 
was at the time engaged in the sickroom with 
her husband. 

In response to a query, she said that her 
husband was much better and appeared to 
res: quite easily. 

„Does he have much to say about how he 
came to shoot himself?“ 

„„The doctor (Dr Ahlbrandt) told me not to 
tell anythinz about what my husband said. 
He told me not to tell anybody anything at all 
about it, and to answer no questions. 

‘*Did you know that your husband rented a 
room in the McLean block?’’ 

No, I know he never rented—’’ 

Here she was interrupted by Mrs. Hester, 
the other lady, who told her she had better 
tell nothing. The question was, however, 
repeated, at which, withan uncertain glance 
at Mrs. Hester, she falteringly said: 

Lou must ask the doctor.“ 

How long have you been married?“ 

„We have been married twenty years. I

to find with my busband, as he was always 
good and kind to me. We never had any dis- 
agree ments. 

„Was he in the habit of staying away from 
home nights?’’

The Vacancy Caused by Mr. Phillips’ Re- 
moval From the State to Be Filled—H. 
Martin Williams Presents Some Interest, 
ing and Instrnttive Figures—Edueation

HIS morning thirteen 
gentlemen to whom 
the interests of the 
Demoocratia party in 
Missouri are particu- 
larly intrusted, gath- 
ered from ail parts of 
the State at the La- 
clede Hotel for the 
purpose of consider- 
ing various subjects of 
vital importance to 
the party’s welfare. 
They were: John H. 
Carroll, State Com-

Second District; E. Thomas, Third District;

* THE LOTTERY LAW. 

The law against the vending of lottery 
tickets and the publishing of lottery ad- 
vertisements rests upon considerations of 
public policy as unquestionable and as 
urgent as those which sustain the laws 
against obtaining money under false 
pretenses. 

It was enacted to protect those who 
have never calculated the chances against 
them in a lottery, who do.not realize that 
they are giving away their hard earnings

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for nothing when they purchase a lottery 
tioket. They hear of some one who has 
drawn a prize and they jump at the con- 
clusion that every ticket-holder’s chance 
is as good as any other one’s, and thus 
more than a million people drop $1 apiece 
in the Louisiana lottery every month 
without any return. 

It is as much the duty of the State to 
protect the ignorant and unwary from 
this sort of swindle as from highway rob- 
bery. Those whosell the tickets and those 
who advertise the lottery business are 
aiders and abettors of the swindle and 
sharers in the proceeds. They are willful 
violators of the law, and take their 
chance of punishment for gainful crime, 
just as the burglars and sneak-thieves do. 
They stand on the same level in the eye 
of the law and should receive no more in- 
dulgence from the police or leniency from 
the courts. 

The fact that a man is a rich Congress- 
mau, or the owner or conductor of a news- 
paper, no more entitles him to vend lot- 
tery tickets or otherwise promote a lottery 
swindle with impunity than it entitles 
him to a license to commit every crime in 
our code.

THE OHIO SENATORSHIP. 


The refusal of the Democratic Legisla- 
ture of Ohio and of the Republican United 
States Senate to investigate the charges 
of bribery made at the time Senator 
PAYNE was elected, had the effect of con- 
verting a doubtful impression into a con- 
firmed and general belief that the Ohio 
Senatorship was on that occasion sold for 
money, whether Senator PaynE himself 
knew of the bribery or not. . 

SHERMAN and the other Republicans of 
the Senate who prevailed on their party 
in that body to leave the question where 
the Ohio Legislature had left it, thereby 
struck atelling blow at Ohio’s tendency 
to become again a Democratic State. The 
spectacle of the fruits of a Democratic 
victory in Ohio put up for sale to a lot of 
corporation bidders and knocked down to 
the coal oil crowd, not only re- 
pelled the recruits that were coming 
over from the farming and workshop 
elements of the Republican party but 
disgusted and paralyzed the better ele- 
ments of the Ohio Democracy, and 
doomed the party to overwhelming defeat 
in every election for another six years. 

Now that time and Forakerism have 
enabled the Ohio Democrats to recover 
the ground they lost by that national 
scandal and to elect the Governor and 
Legislature, Senator SHERMAN coolly pre- 
dicts that they will again auction off the 
Senatorship and sell it to the highest bid- 
der among the several millionaires who 
are supposed to be willing to pay liberally 
for it. 

If under these circumstances Plutoc- 
racy, disguised as Democracy, secures 
another Ohio Senatorship—if the prize 
goes to any man whose role in politics is 
that of a boodler or representative of 
corporations, or to any man whose prom- 
inence as a Democrat is notoriously due 
to his ‘‘barrel’’ rather than to his char- 
acter and popularity as a teacher and 
champion of Democratic principles, the 
recent victory in Ohio will be a worse 
thing for the party, there and elsewhere, 
than was its defeat inthe national elec- 
tion last fall. Ohio Democracy will again 
disgraceitself and shamefully wrong the 
party at large, if it fails toconfer the Sen- 
atorship upon Judge THURMAN or some 
other Democratic leader to whose skirts 
no taint of bribery or plutocracy can 
cling.

MUST OBE 


THE MAYOR MAKES SOME REGULATIONS 
FOR PRIVATE SCALES, 


' 


Supt. Carroll Reing Investigated by the 
Board of Publie Improvements 
' Five New Street Railroad Bills to Be 
Discussed in Puoblic—A Dirty Crossing— 
Munieipal Matters. 


The Mayor to-day drew up a set of rules and 
regulations for the government of scales 
owned by private parties. These rules, which 
are to be printed and conspicuously posted at 
each of these scales in the city, are as follows: 

No person shall do any weighing on any 
scale belonging to private persons or com- 
panies and receive a fee therefor unless he 
has been duly appointed weigher of such 
scale and his appointment approved by the 
Mayor, and unless he has duly qualified under 
said appointment and given bond to the city 
of St. Louis in the sum of $1,000. 

The charge for such weighing, where the 
owner of the scale deals in the article, is 20 
cents for each load, or any less sum of money 
he may see fit to charge. When weighing 
loads of coal for parties other than the owner 
of the scale the weigher of such scale is re- 
quired to charge 20 cents for each load 
weighed, and 5 cents for each animal weighed 
separately. N 

No person acting as weigher of any scale. or 
any of his bondsmen, shall directly or indi- 
reetly be interested or engaged in buying or 
selling articles weighed upon such scale of 
which such person is weigher. 

Weighers shall state on the certificate the 
number of packages on the wagon, where the 
load is of articles in packages. 

Every load of hay or stone coalin any wagon 
or vehiclé offered for sale or sold lu the city of 
St. Louis must first be duly and legally 


weighed atsome scale within the city limits 
on the day when the same is sold or offered 
for sale or the day previous thereto. 

No certificate of weight shall be issued by 
any person doing weighing at scales, except 
such as ure procured from the City Collector; 
anda separate certificate shall be furnished 
for each and every load weighed. The certifi- 
cates printed on red paper are for use where 
a tee for weizhing is charged, and the certifi- 
cates printed on green paper arefor use 
where no fee for weizhing is charged. Tre 
certificates are furnished to weighers in blank 
by the Collector at $i0 per 100forred and $3 
per 100 for green certificates. 

Any violation of the above regulations 18 a 
misdemeanor. 


Don’t Know What to Do, 


Dr. Roulf, a veterinary surgeon of this city, 
afew days agoreceived an appointment as 
Deputy Veterinary Surgeon under the super- 
vision of the State Surgeon appointed by the 


State College. Dr. Rouif’s duties are in sub- 
stance to investigate all casesof horse and 
cattle diseases which come within the juris- 
diction of the city of St. uls 
and St. Louis County. Under the 
session acts of 1889 there are provisions 
made forthe payment of damages to owners 
of stock, whose stock may be Killed by order 
of the Veterinary or one of his deputies. All 
matters of assessmentof vaiuation on this 
stock and theadjudgment of damayes are inthe 
session act given to the County Court. In 
this instance, however, it has caused some 
little complication. Dr. Rouif, aecord- 
ing to bis printed instructions, went 
to work and in a couple of days 
turned several cases of glanders 
and other equine diseases and then cast about 
to find some official to report to. After trying 
the various courts in the city and finding that 
they had no jurisdiction, he went to the City 
Hall and tried to report the cases to the 
Mavor, but that would not answer. Finally 
the doctor learned that the Municipal Assem- 
bly in St. Louie took the place of the county 
court and that it was to this body be must 
report his cases. This, of course, was not 
practicable, as the Municipal Assembly is not 
in a position to send out all over town and 
have the cases investigated, so Dr. Reuif did 
notreportthere. Hehas writtentotne State 
Surgeon asking him to request the Municipal 
Assembly to delegate its authority in this case 
to the Health Commissioner. 


Street Railroads. 


The Council Committee on Rallroads has set 
Tuesday afternoon at 4o0’clock for a public 
hearing on the Forest Park & Delmar Avenue 
Railway bill, the Union avenue and Forest 


Park bill and the Skinker road and Forest 
Park bill. All of these measures are for 
etreet railroads to Forest Park and one of 
them contemplates going through the park.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Pian for Military Kducation Proposed by 
Gen. Lew Waliace. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The forthcoming 
report of the Board of Visitors to West Point 
Military Acauemy will contain a paper read by 
Gen. Lew Wallace, President of the board, in 


which he suggests that the system of military 
education in vogue ot West Point be extended 
to the whole army of the United States. He 
thinks this could be done lu a measure by 
converting every fixed post in the country 
into a military academy with the company 
officer aa an instructor, Gen. Wallace recom- 
mends that sslections of from 300 to 500 
enlisted men, according to their standing at 
the end of their fourth year, be transferred 
to West Point for § final instruction 
through the fifth year. His idea is that com- 
missions be issued to those men according to 
their standing at the completion of their final 
year at West Point, and that all other modes 
of origthal appointment to the army be abol- 
ished. Allenlisted men not chosen for the 
finalcourse at the Academy should be dis- 
charged atthe end of the fourth year. The 
general thus sums up the results of the sys- 
tem he proposes: 

Giving three officers of each company of 100 
men, a calc: ulation upon the hypothesis of an 
annual discharge of 8,000 soldiers can be easily 
made of the supply of commissioned officers 
furnisbable by the new system. In a marvel- 
lously short period there would be officers 
ready made for 1,000,000 men.

Alice Jackman, who was abducted on 
Monday: from Mrs. W> H. Brothers’ 
On Mississippi avenue near Park avenue, | 
while proceedings were pending in the 
Probate Court for a change of guardian- 
ship, is still in the possession of 
her abductors. John G. Taylor, the deposed 
guardian, says through his attorneys that he 
bas not had possession of her since last Sep- 
tember, when she ran away from his house. 
F. M. Estes, attorney for W. H. Brothers who 
was appointed guardian for the child at 
her request and on Thursday accepted the 
resvonaibility by furnishing a bond, claims 
that Taylor has possession of the child, and 
was concerned in ner abduction, On Thurs- 
day when a bond of Mr. Brothers 
was approved, and Mr. Taylor’s at- 
torneys filed his afflvavit and bond for 
appeal, Mr. Estes moved vervally that Taylor 
be ordered to produce the child in court, and 
turn ber over to her new guardian. In sup- 
port of this he stated that he had previously 
applied for such an order and it had been re- 
fused, as he could not positively show that 
ehe wasin the possession ot Mr. Taylor, he 
was now in position 

TO MAKE THAT PROOF. 

OC. L. Moss of Mr. Taylor’s counsel con- 
sented to appear this morning for the purpose 
ofthe motion without further process. He 
did appear accompanied by Jos. G. Lodge 
also of Mr. Taylor’s counsel. 

Beside Mr. and Mrs. Brothers, their niece 
Miss Hunt, tnere were a number wf other in- 
terested spectators in the court room, among 
them Mr. More Merriwether. Mr. Taylor 
was not there. 

Mr. Lodge opened the ball by insisting that 
the motion of Mr. Estes for the order on Mr. 
Taylor be reduced to writing, argying that the

ORANGES IN MEXICO. 


The Fruit Grown by Means of Irrigation— 
No Insect Pests. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—In reply toa 
question for information relative to the eulti- 
vation of oranges, lemons, figs and olives by 
the California Board of Horticulture conveyed 
through the State Department, A. Willard, 
United States Consul at Guaymas;"Mexico, has 
forwarded a report upon the subject. He 
says the growing of oranges as an article of 
export in Sonora, dates back seven years, 
although seeds and cuttings were first brought 
to this country from Italy by Jesuits ninety 
years ago. Oranges were imported by rail 
from the United States in 1883, and exported 
thence in 1888, the first shipment being 14,000 
boxes of 100 each. Oranges are grown with 
the best results at an elevation of from six 
hundred to eight hundred feet above sea level 
and a distance from the coast. The groves} 
are irrigated and there are no insect pests.. 
Lemons, figs and olives are cultivated tor 
home consumption only. The Consul says 
full information onthe subject is difficult to 
obtain.

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THE KILLING OF PETTUS. 


MRS, SOUTH WORTH’S WRONGS LEAD TO THE 
COMMISSION OF THE CRIME. 


She Made No Effort to Escape After the 
Shooting and Was Committed to Prison 
—Affecting Scene in the Coroner’s Office 
—History of the Woman and Her Victim. 


New Tonk, Nov. 23.—The story of the mur- 
der of Stephen Pettus by Mrs. Hannah South- 
worth,which was reported in these dispatches 
yesterday, has caused intense excitement in 
this city and in Brooklyn. 

It appears that the woman committed the 
crime after years of self-immolation in order 
to protect her family name from disgrace in 
consequence of the crime of malpractice com- 
mitted with the connivance of Pettus. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

The murder occured in broad daylight and 
on Fulton street while it was crowded with 
pedestrians. Mrs, S:uthworth came across 
the river on a Brooklyn ferryboat and on go- 
ing ashore almost immediately saw Pettus in 
front of her. Pettus was calmly walking 
along the sidewalk when the woman ran up 
behind bim and pulling a silver mounted 
Smith and Wesson revolver, 32-caliber, fired 
five shots rapidly at bis bead, all of the bullets 
taking affect. At the first shot her victim en- 
deavored to escape but the rapidity with which 
the shots were ‘Tired from the double action 
revoiver prevented his getting out of range 
before the weapon wasemptied. Pettus tried 
torun into a neighboring doorway, but fell 
against the door, which was opened by his 
weight. He then stageered into the room and 
ran out again, falling on the sidewalk at the 
foot of the steps leading to the entrance. 

MADE NO ATTEMPT TO ESCAPB. 


The murderess made no attempt to escape 
but stood looking at the bieeding corpse of 
her victim ina dazed way. Officer Goodwin 
seized her, but she made no attempt to es- 
cape and quietly submitted to be led to the 
Old flip Station-house. Her condition at 
times bordered on insanity and at others she 
was perfectly calm. 

Soon after reaching the station alawyer of 
the firm of Howe & Hummel, her attorneys, 
called to see her. She was very much excited 
and begged pitifully for her lawyers not to 
desert her. She pleaded for them to wermit 
her to have alittie ohloroform to quiet her 
nerves, but this was refused.

When she appeared atthe Coroner's office in 
the afternoon she seemed positively unable to 
comprehend what was going on about ber. 

THE WOMAN’S APPEARANCE. 

She was well dressed and remarkably pre- 
posers in appearance. She wore a dark 
and light brown dress with acloak of seal 
skin trimmed with a darker fur anda pair of 
brown over-gaiters covering her shoes. Her 
hair is of a reddish brown and ber eyes large 
and liquid. She looked about her as it she 
was expecting something to happen to her 
and panting as if she could not catch her 
breath, 

Coroner Levy asked her name, and she gave 
it as Hannah B. Southworth in a low voice. 
When she was asked where she lived she 
shook her head and said: 

„Mr. Hummel knows. 

Mr. Steinhart, who represented Howe & 
Hummel, answered for her that she could not 
remember ber residence. that it was not in- 
tentional, but that she was incapable of 
thought. 

Her lawyers said that she would make no 
statement, at which she begged them to tell 
the Coroner how Pettus had treated her. The 
Coroner said he would commit her to the city 
penee until Tuesday morning when she would 

exivena hearing. She allowed them to lead 
her down stairs without any words or any 
show of feeling and was driven to prison, 

MRS. SOUTHWORTH'S VICTIM. 

Mr. Pettus was 42 years of age and lived at 
49 Eighth avenue, corner ot Union street, 
Brooklyn. His wife is an invalid and there 
are no children. His business associates are 
shocked beyond measure by his death. 

The body was taken tothe station-hbouse and 
laid on the floor. A scrapof coarse sacking 
covered the dead man's face. On raising it 
one could see a frightful hoie over the fett 
eye. The features were distorted and clotted 
with blood. Lifting the left hand a bullet- 
hole appeared in the left wrist. The dead 
man’s watch was broken and an indentation 
in the case seemed to have been made by a 
ball whivh bad passed clean through the 
body.

the papers found on the person of 
man was a letter without an en- 
velope. It began, My Dear Friend, and 
expressed great gratitude for services ren- 
dered the writer. In conclusion it said: ‘‘I 
can not tell — how fond and grateful I am 
for the little home you have given me. The 
flat is perfect and I hope you will come down 
simply ‘‘C,’’ 


on Tuesday.’’ 

The letter was signed The 
handwriting was evidently a woman’s. 

For the past six months Mrs, Hannah B. 
Southworth has boarded in the family of her 
brother, W. B. Martin, a well-known con- 
tractor, on Lafayette avenue, Brooklyn. Mr. 
Martin is married and has one child. His 
mother lives with him, The first intimation 
which her relatives had of her awful crime 
was when they were banded a copy of the 
evening per, giving a full accountof the 
murder, by a reporter. Mrs. Martin declared 
that she had never seen Pettus, but confessed 
that she bad occasionally heard Mrs. South- 
worth speak of him. When Mrs. Southworth 
did refer to him it was not usually in compil- 
mentary terms. 

She said Pettus had cruelly wronged Mrs. 
Southworth by dragging and outraging her in 
a private house, but she refused to give the

| Southworth kept as quiet as 
possible, and in consequence the 
prison warden has issued peremp- 
tory orders that no one outside of the 
woman’s counsel and relatives be permitted 
to see her. The Warden stated that it was ex- 
pected that Mre Southworth would be much 
quieter by to-morrow and might then be in- 
clined to talk about the tragedy. Counsel for 
the murderess called at the prison early to- 
day and talked to his client for a long time. 

INSANITY WILL BE THE PLEA. 

When seen later on and questioned as to the 
line of defense, if any, whica had been deter- 
mined upon, the lawyer replied that the de- 
fense undoubtedly would be insanity. There 
was no doubt, r. Hummel said, that Mrs. 
Southworth was insane. His client was 
incoherent in der statements to- day. 
the result of the great shock her 
nervous system had sustained; but in a day 
or two she would be more rational. As mat- 
ters stand Mrs. Southworth’s statement of her 
many wronss is quite clear enough 
to enable coursel to grapple with the 
case. Mr. W. B. Martin, the womauan’s 
brother, was among her early callers. 
The scene between brother and sister is de- 
scribed as of a most affecting character she 
seemed to forget her position as almost all 
her inquiries were made concerning her 
mother. 

Numbers of curious person svisited the 
Tombs Court this morning, thinking Mrs.

HIdHFXFPLOSIVES. 


The Mission of Capt. E. L. Zalinski in 
Evrope. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Drspeaton. 

New YOrK, Nov. 23.—Capt. E. L. Zalinsk! 
will remain abroad until April 1. He is now 
in Paris at work on the subject of high explo- 
sives. The United States is singularly de- 
ficient In a knowledge of the explosives now 
being adopted by allthe military powers of 
Europe. Inthe event of war recourse must 
still be bad ‘to the black powder. To put 


smokeless powder in opposition to 
black powder means little short of 
destruction to the forces using the latter. 
Gen. Benet, Chief of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the Army, is known to be intensely 
interested in the ‘development ofa new pow- 
der. Capt. Zalinski was originally in- 
tended for the position of military attache at 
the court of St. Petersburg, butthe death of 
Alien Thorndyke Rice changed all plans and 
resulted in orderstothe Captain to represent 
the United States during the fall manouvers 
onthe Continent. These orders were of three 
months’ duration. Later orders now direct 
that Capt.Zalinski remain abroad until Aprill.

FREE WOOL, 


Surprising Increase in the Number of Its 
Advocates.

NEw YORK, Nov. 25.—The Dry Goods Econo- 
mist, published in this city, some time ago 
sent out circulars to the commercial and man- 
ufacturing firms and institutions engaged in 
the various branches of the woolen industry, 
asking the recipients to indicate the basis 
upon which they were willing that foreign 
wooi should be admitted into this country. 


Blanks were provided for answers indicating 
preference for an ad valorem tariff and for the 
free admission of the fabric. 

In to-day’s issue the Economist publishes the 
names of seventy-eight firms and companies 

which have answered specifically, fifty-nine 
of which are unqgualifiedly in favor of free 
wool, the remaining nineteen being in favor 
of an ad valorem tariff,under which the duties 
would be collected upon the wool alone, the 
dirtand grease escaping taxation. Further 
replies are to be received, and in this connec- 
tion the Economist says in its editorial col- 
umns: ‘‘if the surprising preponderance of 
free woot advocates continues among the re- 
plies ye, to come, the pessimists who now 
freely express the conv:ction that no reform 
of the wool tagiffin the near future is possi- 
bie, will see a great light.

A Presbyterian Minister’s Views on the Top- 
ic—Prohibition.

NEW Tonk, Nov. 23.—The first assembly of 
the session of the Nineteenth Century Club 
was held last evening in the assembly rooms 
of the Metropolitan Opera-house. There was 
& very good audience to hear discussed The 
Pulpit and Politics.’’ Président D. G. Thomp- 
son said it was his custom to open the session 
after election with a political discussion, as it 


was a good time to moralize on politics. He 
introduced the Kev. Henry Vandyke, D. D., a 
Presbyterian clergyman, who opened the dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Van Dyke said he had heard it remarked 
that that clab was a ‘‘theological cocz- pit. 
That was not correct—it was a hatching- house 
where germs of thought were sat on, and 
and the good ones separated from the bad 
ones. He maintained that the pulpit had 
nothing to with politics; its object was to 
teach only religion. But, he suid, it was 
bound to have a voice in the question of Na- 
tional morality and to protest against bribery 
and corruption. Mr. Van Dyke said 
that the questions of temperance and 
prohibition must be decided only in the dry 
light of reason and experience. ‘‘Nothing,’’ 
he added, has done more to injure the cause 
of temperance than ths intemperateness of the 
pulpiteer.’’ His audience applauded this ut- 
terance. 

From this Mr. Van Dyke made an onslaught 
on the church as supported by the State in the 
past and present times. The pulpit in pcli- 
tios, he said, was noxious. The political 
activity ol the clergy has been a curse and not 
a blessing to the human race. That isthe 
lesson of history.’’

Destitution of the Family of John Scanlan 
in New York.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Dry bread, tea and one 
pound of sausages is what the family of John 
Scanlan of No. 2215 Eighth avenue, has lived 
on since last Saturday. Scanian is a fruit 
packer, 32 years old. He has had no steady 
employment since last April. What he has 
earned by odd jobs, with what neighbors have 
given him, has just kept his wife and 


children from starving. There are seven 
little ones, Mamie, the eldest, being 10 
vears old and baby Clara 65 months. 

Up to yesterday Scanlan had earned only 88 
cents a week. With empty stomach and anx- 
ious heart he walked the streets y after day, 
vainly pleading for work. The children are 
ragged, and for that reason their mother will 
not let them o upon the street. Clock, lamp, 
clothing, dishes, furniture and everything 
else upon which a little money could be raised 
have been sold or pawned. The rooms are al- 
most denuded of furniture, and the children 
have neither shoes nor hats. Scanlan’s rent 
is almost two months in arrears and the land- 
lord is impatient. Very often the children 
have passed the entire day without a mouth- 
fuloffood. Ifthe husband and father can 
only get steady employment this state of 
things would soon end.
